Newspaper reports in the Calgary 
Albertan and the Calgary Herald 
early this week tell of plans of the. 
Cslgary city council to complete the . 
construction of the first unit of the 
sewage disposal works by the end of 
this year, or as soon as possible. 


It is believed in Bassano that the 
typhoid epidemic here and the result 
of the water analysis at Bassano 
which reveals sewage contamination 
In the Bow River, have speeded up 
the plan of the Calgary city council, 
and induced them to proceed with 
the work at an earlier date than pre- 
vibusly planned. 


In Bassano's long and bitter fight 
for pure water the town finally won 
the victory when the Provinelal De- 
Dartinent realized the gravity of the 
situation and instructed Calgary that 
the city must build a plant for the 
treatment of sewage before it is 
dumped into the Bow River. The 
plant was to cost about two hundred 
thousand dollars, the first unit cost- 
ing $50,000 to be bullt fn 1929, and an 
additional $50,000 spent each year 
until the works were completed in 
1934, 


City Eogineer A. 3. Chapman, of 
Calgary, stated in a interview that 
the first unit of the sewage disposal 
plan, which is being erected in the 
Bonnybrook district, will be complet- 
ed: and in operation before the end 
of the year. More than $100,000 has 
already been spent on pipe lines and 
equipment, and tenders are being 
called at ance for the erection of the 
building designed to house the plant. 

The first unit of the disposal plant 
will be of sufficient capacity to give 
a primary treatment to all of Cal- 
Gary’s-nowage-Im-the succeeding Years” 
further additions will be made to the 
plant so that complete treatment of 
the sewage may be made.

The central ‘executive of the 
League of Nations Society in Canada 
met in Ottawa recently, for consider- 
ation of the report of a special commit- 
| tee appointed last June to survey-the 
| policy of the society with regard to 
financial operations and activities in 
|all divisions of the work. After the 
|meeting it wag announced some of 
| the resultant recommendations will be 
}acted upon immediately but several 
|constitutional changes, must await 
action of the 1931 general executive. 
| One recommendation of the report 
‘which will be carried out is that a 
delegation wait on the government at 
the earliest possible date seeking an 
increase in the grant to the society.

Predicts Speedier Air Travel 
Expert Suys Six Hundred Miles An 
Hour Possible 

Six hundred miles an hour speed, 
infallible robot pilots, television as 
solver of fog landings, office buildings 
as airports, transcontinental dirigible 
lines, with airplane lines as feeders, 
and many other seemingly fantastic- 
al ideas are achievements which avia- 
tion leaders said here were possibili- 
ties within the next five years. 

Radical changes in present design 
of ships will be necessary before the 
terrific speed of ten miles ea minute 
is possible, but most of the other 
predictions already are far advanced 
in the experimental stages. 

Stanley Knauss, of Chicago, who 
has superintended transportation of 
approximately 100,000 passengers 
without a fatality, summed up ,the 
situation. : 

Mr. Knauss said railroads prob- 
ably would increase speed of their 
crack expresses soon to meet increas- 
ing competition and greater airplane 
speed would be the answer. He ex- 
plained that speeds of 500 and 600 
miles an hour were possible with 
radical design changes. 

Tri-motor ships, if not loaded 
above the capacity of two motors, 
were the safest.

Is it’ surprising that a large pro- 
portion of railway locomotive engin- 
eers are “jumpy?” Can it be ‘won- 
dered at that the nerves of the aver- 
age engineer and fireman are not 
nearly as steady as they were when 
motorists exercised greater~ caution 
when approaching level crossings? 

So often the engineer, or his mate, 
on the other side of the cab, are 
kept in suspense as to the intention 
of the motorist—whether the pergon 
handling a car is aware of the \ap- 
proach of the train, and if he or she 
intends to stop the machine at a safe 
distance from the danger line. 

One of the worst types, an experi- 
enced railway man tells us, is the 
motorist, travelling at a high rate of 
speed or at a lively clip, who does 
not give any indication tht he pro- 
poses to slow up until he is danger- 
ously close to the crossing, depend- 
ing too much upon his brakes.

Greece imported 233,710 metric tons 
of wheat from the United States and 
169,261 from Canada.

Under the Commission's plan, 
primary control of all immigration 
activities of the province would be 
vested in the Minister of Immigra- 
tion and Natural Resources, with a

With provision thus made for de- 
| termining the demand and limiting 
| the flow, the Commission then recom- 
mends that, for purposes of supply 
and consistent with its avowed de- 
sire to encourage British immigration, 
a Saskatchewan Bureau should be es- 
tablished in London, England, with a 
representative of the Provincial 
Council in charge. This Bureau would 
handle all matters of immigration 
affecting the province so far as they 
|can be supervised in London, and 
would also co-operate with other 
governmental representatives in mat- 
ters affecting trade and commerce.

Conferences Suggested 

Declaring it obvious that ‘no pro- 
vincial control of immigration 1s 
practicable except as it coincides 
with the policies adopted by the 
Dominion Government, which in turn 
must base these policies on the de-

‘The Commission, 
however, urges that the greatest 
care be exercised in the granting of 
immigration agency licenses and

t that ‘immigration- and land settle-/ aid to settlement be granted. 


ment as a whole should not be re-

The Commission places a_ high 
value on Canadian citizenship in its 
recommendations with regard to 
naturalization, the importance of 
which it stresses. It is urged that the 
Dominion Government be requested 


for a period of seven years. Educa- 
tion as a factor in the assimilative 
process comes in for some attention. 

Touching on natural resources, 
other than agricultural land, the} 
Commission suggests that lands car- 
rying merchantable timber be with- 
drawn from settlement and adminis- 
tered as forestry lands. It also favors | 
a policy of afforestation, and urges | 
the Government to consider the pro- { 
vision of better markets for  pulp- 
wood in districts where it is available 
and, if feasible, by the construction 
of a pulp mill.

An ‘Everlasting Car 


British Manufacturers Working On 
One Which Will Not Wear Out 


Acar that will never wear out is’ 


the object of important experiments 
now being undertaken by metallur- 
gists on behalf Of,:British motor 
manufacturers... Some of the new 
features may be embodied in a few of 
the 1931 models to be shown at the 
Motor Show in October. 

“As a result. of. British car mak- 
ers’ demands," said a prominent 
automobile engineer in an interview, 
“a new secret aluminium alloy has 
been invented which is even lighter 
than pure aluminium yet is nearly 
as strong as steel. Its composition is 
a closely. guarded secret, but it is 
known to have valuable powers of 
recovery from ‘fatigue’. 

“A special steel has also been per- 
fected which has‘such a hard and 
smooth surface that it is impossible 
to scratch it, even with a file. An 
experimental crank-shaft was made 
of it and fitted to a British car, 
which was run for 10,000 under the 
worst possible conditions. A careful 


examinatién afterwards failed to 
detect any sign of wear. 

“The ultimate aim of British 
manufacturers,” says this expert, 


‘is to make roller and _ ball-bearings 
that will never require renewing, 
and with the use of stainless steel 
and chromium plating a trouble free 
car may be evolved that will only 
require adjustments and very occa- 
sional decarbonizing.” :

Four-wheel brakes 
that are properly set so they apply 
equally on all wheels will not cause 
skidding. He was quite certain on 
that point.“ He also claimed that 
this adjustment should be made sev- 
eral times in a season, as there is 
no guarantee that brakes will remain 
in perfect alignment: for a _ great 
length of time. The Operation takes 
only a short time and may save a 
great deal of trouble. This gentleman 
also gave it as his opinion that near- 
ly every. accident on the road was 
due to two things (1) poor or badly 
adjusted brakes, and (2) driving in 
such a manner that the car is not at 
all times under perfect control of the 
person at the wheel.”

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Will Make Study Of Ice Cap 
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Slavery In West Africa 


Charges Are Brought Against 
Portuguese In Angola 

New charges that Portugal is per- 
mitting slavery to flourish in Angola, 
West Africa, are made by Henry W. 
Nevinson, journalist, and W. A. Cad- 
jury, chocolate manufacturer, both | 
of whom exposed inhuman conditions 
of labor in that colony 20 years ago. 

Mr. Nevinson, Mr. Cadbury and 
two associates protest that such 
heavy taxes are deducted from the 
natives’ wages as to make them 
unwilling to work. Quoting from a 
report of the British Consul General, 
they make the assertion “that it is 
now the policy of the Portuguese 
government to intervene for native 
labor and that this use of adminis- 
trative force is réndered necessary 
in consequence of the prevailing 
low rate of wages. This is the yoke 
of slavery completed.” 

Angola newspapers are quoted to 
the effect that shipments of natives 
are again in full swing and that in 
August, 1929, a total of 1,172 natives 
was carried on two ships. 

“There is thus a visible develop- 
ment by the Portuguese government 
|of a system of forced labor for pri- 
| vate profit.” Mr. Nevinson's state- 
ment concludes, recalling the late 
Lord Cromer's declaration, which 
was accetped by the League of Na- 
tions, that “forced labor exacted for | 
private profit is slavery.”

After a hot summer a cold winter, 
is a prediction already made, but not 
by the government meteorologists. 
Intense heat for many days and the 
long drought have given an oppor- 
tunity to amateur weather prophets. 
Official records find in these figures 
no support, Says Dr. Charles F. Mar- 
vin chief of the United States 
weather bureau. 

If one thinks that a hot summer 
should follow a cold winter, and 
vice versa, the last year has fur- 
nished a dissipation of that idea as 
any rule to go by. The last winter, 
particularly in the eastern part of 
the United States, was a mild one, 
and it was followed by a remarkably 
hot summer. . 

As Dr. Marvin points out, we are 
now in a period of temperatures 
above the nornial, with less than 
average precipitation. “We have 
no basis on which we can success- 
fully forecast for more than a few 
days ahead,” he says. One of his 
predecessors, General Greely, once 
stated that “the advances of 
meteorology are insufficient to jus- 
tify predictions of the weather for 
a season to come.” 

I have come to the conclusion 
that nature feels no responsibility 
to make up deficits of precipita- 
tion or to balance the intensity of 
one season against the intensity of 
another. Excesses or deficiences 
of temeratures in cold spells and 
in hot spells follow no special rule 
of averages. Meteorologists say 
that in the long run these things 
will be balanced but sometimes 
nature makes us wait a long time 
for the balancing. 

No exact cause can be found, 
according to the weather bureau, 
for the heat waves and droughts of 
1930. With regard to the winter 
of 1930-31, there is no evidence of 
a coming change from the condi- 
tion that has existed for several 
years.—New York Times.
